RioU Called -Phony" 
They have labeled these riots on 
the floor as phony as a boat with 
rubber oars since the delegates 
waited so calm ly for the signal to 
become hysterical and some wore 
several candidates’ buttons.

tion money in connection with TV 
time, could help out in this prob­ 
lem at no expense to the delegates. 
Retain 
Oratory 
If they set up private rooms 
with TV cam eras, one for each 
delegate, each could be seen indi­ 
vidually by the folks back home 
as often as he pleased. 
And It would be short-sighted 
indeed to tam per with the conven­ 
tion oratory which the critics so | 
aourly regarded as bombast and I 
contempt for the intelligence of 
the listening public. 
These orators wonderfully sim ­ 
plify problems which might other­ 
wise seem hopelessly complex to 
a public puzzled to know u horn to 
blame and whom to praise for 
what happened in the past four 
year*.

BILL HITS SNAG 


IN IRAN SENATE 


TEHRAN. Iran f*—'The Iranian 
Senate Monday gave initial approval 
to a bill granting Prem ier Moham­ 
med M ossadegh unlim ited powers 
to rule this near-bankrupt country 
with a free hand for si* months. 
But the upper house offered un­ 
expected opposition to a govern­ 
m ent bill ordering confiscation of • 
the personal w ealth and property 
of Ahmed Qavam, who was forced 
out of the prem iership two weeks 
ago by wildly dem onstrating Moss­ 
adegh followers. 
The law m akers passed the confis­ 
cation bill without trouble on its 
first of three readings. On the sec­ 
ond reading, however, only three 
of 26 senators present stood up to 
signify approval. 
The bill then was sent to a Senate 
commission for possible revision. 
It probably will be brought up 
when the Senate m eets again. 
The legislation calls for Qavam ’s 
fortune—estim ated by some law­ 
m akers at 500 million rials (about 
16 million dollars >—-to be divided 
among the survivors of persons 
killed in the street fighting which 
resulted in his overthrow. More 
than 20 police, and soldiers report­ 
edly died in the clashes. 
Five million rials (about $160,000* 
would be set aside for Qavam s 
wife and 10-year-old son.
